IMfORTANT RULING 


Gen. Thomas L. Crittenden, U. S. 
A„ was promoted for gallantry at the 
battle of Shiloh. His son, J. J. Crit¬ 
tenden, was at West Point, 1873 to 
ISiii. and. as lieutenant, accompanied 
Gen. Custer, and shared the same fate 
in the Sioux fight on Little Big 
Horn. 

Thomas Theodore Crittenden, a 
grandson of the famous Kentucky 
statesman, became a colonel in the 
Union army, afterward Governor of 
Missouri, elected by the largest Dem¬ 
ocratic majority ever cast in the 
State (188]). He was instrumental 
in the ptirsui and capture of the no¬ 
torious James gang. He was appoint¬ 
ed by President Cleveland Consul 
General at Mexico, 1S!I3.
